The late Dr. Karen Horney, a 
psychiatrist, listed three types of 
personalities found in neurotics.

The first is popularly known as 
the “clinging vine” type.

When we come into the world we are invited into God’s 
house, to live and play and work with those whom God loves, 
and who belong to God. Any sin we commit spoils God’s plan. It 
displeases God. It hurts the people whom God loves. It hurts us. 
It is just like the boy or girl who was invited into someone else’s 
yard and then starts to smash things and start people crying. 

The first persons in the world to commit a sin were Adam 
and Eve.

Paris — (NC) — Hungarian 
Communist police extracted the 
oxygen from the airtight cell of 
His Eminence Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty to render him un- 
conscious and prepare him for his 
trial “confessions.” 


This is one of the tortures of 
the Cardinal by his Red captors 
described in an article in. the 
Paris weekly, “Paris-match.” The 
article is based on information 
given by an escaped Hungarian, 
Karoly Kovacs, who states he was 
imprisoned in the same Budapest 
cell with the Hungarian Cardinal 
before the prelate’s trial. 


Mr. Kovacs said their captors 
first pumped all of the air out of 
the cell. Each of the four in the

Sex maladjustments, he said, are 
not due to lack of sex knowledge, 
and sex education will not solve 
our problems. 


“Knowledge of sex,” Dr. Salon 
said, “should be a part of other in- 
formation which the child receives 
as it develops. The basic biological 
knowledge not only satisfies norm- 
al curiosity but provides a back- 
ground upon which training of 
character may be founded.”

Eight years had passed since my 
last visit when I decided to make 
another pilgrimage to Nazareth to 
inspect at first hand the painstak- 
ing work being carried on there 
under the direction of Franciscan 
archeologists and Biblical schol-j 
ars. 


These excavations were begun 
preparatory to commencing work 
on the new 20th century Basilica 
of the Annunciation that will be 
erected through the offerings of 
Catholics all over the: world on 
the very spot where the Angel Ga- 
briel announced to Mary that she 
was to become the Mother of God. 


After the always troublesome, 
and often bewildering, negotia- 
tions incident to passing from 
one side of the Holy Land to the 
other, I at last succeeded in ob- 
taining the required permissions 
from the two governments con- 
cerned to pass from the Jordan 
side of Jerusalem to the Israeli- 
held part of the Holy City. 

The “magic portal” of my migra- 
tion was the desolate and depress- 
ing “Mandelbaum Gate” — actu- 
ally. not a gate at all, but a pas- 
sage through no-man’s land, amid | 
the stark remains of half-demol-. 
ished homes on the northeast pe-| 
rimeter of Jerusalem, which, since 
the-summer of 1948 still stand in 
eloquent evidence of the bloody 
strife at that time... 

MY DRIVER and I left Jerusa- 
lem, with Ain-Karem on our left 
and Jordan-retained Emmaus off 
to the right, until, after passing 
through the picturesque and wood- | 
ed Babel-Wad — Gate of the Val-| 
ley — we arrived at the no-man’s| 
land near the famed Trappist} 
Monastery of Latrun...

This was my destination — the 
lovely, unspoiled town of the An- 


nunciation and of the Boy Jesus) 
that nestles in a natural bowl of 


surrounding hills. 

It was still early enough for 
me to get my first view of the 
extensive excavations taking 
place on the site of the Shrine 
of the Annunciation. These ex- 
cavations have verified three es- 
sential facts: (1) that the site 
of present-day Nazareth was in- 
habited at the time of Our Lord; 
(2) that the town of Nazareth is 
built on a precipice, as stated in 
the New Testament (St. Luke 
4, 29), and (3) that an historic 
primitive Byzantine Church of 
the Annunciation actually exist- 
ed at the traditional site of the 
grotto, 

I found that the church built by 
the Franciscans in 1730, which I 
had known through my 35 years’ 
personal connection with the Holy 
Land, had already been totally re- 
moved to make room for the great 
new basilica. Hastily built during 
the ‘Turkish regime in the Holy 
Land, it had been intended only as 
a provisional structure, but the 
wars of the 19th and 20th centuries 
kept it in use longer than its build- 
ers intended. 

THE REMOVAL of this church 
meanwhile has exposed to view for 
complete study the fascinating 
ruins of another church built by 
the Crusaders in the 12th cen- 
tury. At the same time, it has un- 
covered at last the foundations of 
the primitive Byzantine Church of 
the Annunciation erected in the 
very place of the Angel’s message 
to Mary.

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Notre Dame, Ind. — (NC) — Re- 
ligious superiors must practice hu- 
mility and charity while exercising 
authority over their spiritual sub- 
jects, Bishop Lawrence J. Shehan 
of Bridgeport declared here. 

The Connecticut prelate address- 
ed the formal opening of the Third 
Annual Institute of Spirituality in 
Sacred Heart Church on the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame campus. 
More than 800 superiors and no- 
vice mistresses of women’s re- 
ligious orders attended the week- 
long sessions that ended August 9.

Drive For More Natio 


New York —(NC)— Publishers 
of Catholic newspapers and maga- 
zines stepped up the tempo of 
their campaign to secure more na- 
tional advertising with an impres- 
sive collection of facts on the size 
and sales potential existing in the 
“Catholic market” in the United 
States. 


The presentation, distributed to 
more than 6,250 selected advertis- 
ers and advertising agencies, ap- 
pears in the 1955-56 issue of the 
Catholic Press Directory, now re- 
leased. 


The Directory dramatizes sever- 
al aspects of the Catholic market, 
which it terms the nation’s “larg- 
est specialized market.” The high- 
er birth rate among Catholic fami- 
lies is the pivot for several of the 
illustrations in the presentation. 


The 1955-56 issue of the 
Catholic Press Directory reports 
a record high of 21,084,222 sub- 
scribers to 570 Catholic publi- 
cations in the United States, an 
increase of 13 publications and 
382,810 subscribers during the 
past year. Thirty-four Canadian 
publications report a circulation 
of 1,049,660. 


Using figures compiled by the 
official Catholic directory, the il- 
lustrations show that the Catholic 


more than double that of the na- 
tional population. 


The size of Catholic families, 
conservatively estimated to be a 
full one-person larger than the na- 
tional family average, is reflected 
in proportionately larger expendi- 
tures by Catholics in many con- 
sumer product lines, including 
food, drugs, furnishings, clothing 
and other merchandise. 

In another presentation, the 
huge size of the Catholic institu- 
tional market, estimated to be a 
“billion-dollar annual market” is 
portrayed. This is directed to or- 
ganizations providing equipment, 


services and supplies to the 
thousands of Catholic schools, 
churches, hospitals, orphanages 


and other institutions.

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Contempt Case 
Against Jewish 
Couple Postponed 


Boston — (NC) — Settlement of 
the case involving the attempt of 
a Jewish couple to adopt a four- 
year-old Catholic girl, which has 
attracted nation-wide attention, 
has been deferred again. 


Hearing of a contempt of court 
citation against the couple, Mr. and 
Mrs. Melvin B. Ellis of Brookline, 
for failure to surrender the child 
to probate court, was postponed 
for a second time, until 


The couple are in hiding with 
the youngster. Sheriffs of all 
Massachusetts counties are seeking 
to arrest them. 


The Jewish couple battled 
through Massachusetts courts in 
their attempt to adopt the girl, 
Hildy McCoy, who has lived with 
the Ellises since she was 10 days 
old. The courts held they could 
not adopt the girl, citing a state 
law which requires that, when- 
ever possible, foster parents 
must be of the same religious 
faith as the child to be adopted. 
The probate court ordered the 

Ellises to surrender the child, but 
they went into hiding. The court 
then issued the contempt of court 
citation against the couple, while a 
habeas corpus writ for the child 
has been issued. 

Meanwhile James Zisman, coun- 
sel for the Ellises, has instituted 
several moves seeking to revoke 
the probate court orders and the 
contempt citation, but he has been 
told by the court that no action 
will be taken’ on his petitions until 
all parties involved in the case are 
personally brought before’ the 
court.
